McConville subsequently 
said that the outgoing tenant would not take 
less than £20. Some days later the witness 
paid McConville £10. She was then to get 
the key. When she asked for the names of 
the tenant and. landlord’ of the: house. the 
accused man would not give them. She paid 
a further sum of £4 on the 7th May, as 
McConville said that the money already paid 
would be forfeit if the balance was not paid. 
When she asked for the key or the return of 
her money he said that the tenant had got 
the money. She tried several times to get the 
money refunded, but failed. When the case 
was eventually brought to the District Court 
she got £14 refunded, and allowed the accuséd 
man the balance of £2 as expenses. 

Stephen Higgins, owner of the house 6 
Castle street, said that he went to the

account. 

John Martin, who was tenant of the house 
from February.

Mary F. Brangan, 17 Cabra road, Dublin. 
appealed from a decision of Circuit Court

UNSATISFACTORY POSTION, 


Mr. Dermod O’Brien, President of the Royal 


Hibernian Academy, who for a number of 


vears, until 1920, was Chairman’ of the 
Ardagh Creamery Society, stated that he 
possessed 80 cows on his dairy farm at 
Ardagh, but had no deaths from disease. His 
experience was that cows were not hable to 
colds, chills, fever or disease. The mortality 
among milch cows was about one per cent. 
per annum. 

Questioned about the presence of tuber 
culosis in cattle, Mr. O'Brien expressed 
the opinion that the great majority of 
cattle in the country: would re-act to 
the tuberculin test, as the majority of 
human beings in this countrv would, “' but,” 
he added: “1 do not think a lot of them 
die from that disease. I had none, anyway. 
(Laughter.) 

Where, however, animals got into a re 
ruced state they were more liable to the dis 
ease than cattle that were well nourished. 

Professor J. A. Craig, Fresident of the 
Veterinary College, Dublin, giving evidence, 
said that the opinion of the veterimary pro- 
fession in regard to conditions such as were 
described in the present case was still very 
unsatisfactory, being in conflict. 

Mr. Joseph Magner, the manager of the 
Ardagh Creamery for a number of years, 
said that he had recatved complaints from 
Mr, O’Shaughnessy about the pollution of 
the streams, but all the other farmers in the 
district made no complaint, though their 


‘cattle also had recourse to those streams— 


and they were suppliers of milk to the 
creamery. 

Samples of the water which he took proved 
to be satisfactory in their results whien 
analysed. The arrangements for the disposal 
of the sewage prevented the effluent of the 
creamery from polluting the streams, having 
been distributed upon an irrigation basis, 


CREAMERY MANAGER'S EVIDENCE. 


Mr. Joha Enright, the owner of the field 
into which the creamery effluent was said to 
have been discharged, stated that his cows 
took water from out of the streams which 
were alleged to be polluted, and they never 
suffered from 1ill-effeects. The sewage did not 
get to the stream, owing to the manner in 
which it was distributed over the field for 
irrigation purposes. 

Mr. ©. Enright, chairman of the Creamery 
Society since 1924, said that he took an 
interest in’ the disposal of the sewage from 
the creamery, owing to its proximity to his 
farm. ‘The sewage did not reach the bottem 
of the field near the stream, and any water 
that he saw flowing was clear. There was 
nothing in the stream harmful to cattle. If 
they drank the water from it, it would not 
do them any harm, and he would like to 
have the land about the stream in order that 
his cattle could get water from it. The 
second stream supplied water to his cattle, 
and they never suffered from its use. He 
never saw pollution in either stream.

LECTURE IN TRINITY 
COLLEGE.

M. Chauvelot, Professor of Ethnology in the 
College aua Sciences Sociales, Paris, delivered 
a lecture: ‘yesterday afternoon in the 
(iraduates’ Memorial Building, Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, on the unpublished correspon- 
dence between Gustave Flaubert and Alphonse 
Daudet. The Provost , presided over the 
meeting. i 
A large audience was present, includin the 
French Minister, M. Alphand; the Belgian 
Consul-General, M. Goor; Professor Chauviré, 
several members of the staff, and a large 
number of students. 

in his speech introducing the lecturer, the 
Provost referred to Flaubert as the founder 
of French realism and the opponent of senti- 
mentalism, He contrasted his Northern tem- 
pevament with the sunny, Provengal nature of 
Duudei, 


THE LECTURE. 

Professor Chauvelot, who is a son-in-law ol 
Daudet, said. that the letters in his posses- 
sion had never been printed. He had Jectured 
wily twice on the subject previously—once 
before the Prince of Monaco, and on the 
otter oveasion in the University of Freiburg. 
The Provost, he said, had pointed out the 
essential difference between Flaubert and 
Daudet, It seemed strange that such a close 
hond of friendship should exist between these 
two snen, who typified the contrast in .tem- 
pérament between the Northerner and the 
Southerner. Yet there were reasons for this 
/unexpected sympathy, for the sensibility and 
the capacity for observationg which Flaubert 
admired much in Daudet, were gifts 
eonuuon to both writers. 

Professor Chauvelot quoted from Daudet s 
* Trent [ua de Paris,’ in which Daudet 
ot vivid description of Flaubert and his 
friend, Tourpenier. These bons Géants, as he 
alls them. made a great impression on the 
soin Daudet, who was a newcomer to Parts, 
ond was somewhat awed by the distinguished 
literary folk he met at the Mecca of his 
dramatic ambitions, the Theatre Odeon. The 
iriendship between Flanbert and Daudet arose 
from a eviticism of Flaubert’s play, ‘* Le 
(ondidat,’’ written by Daudet, who was then 
an obscure reviewer on the staff of the official 
journal. ef the Republic. Flaubert’s play 
as a complete failure. He had been impor- 
tuned to write it by a theatrical manager, 
although he protested that he was a novelist, 
snd play-writing was not his mefier. Daudet 
v as the only critic who had anything good 
to say of the play. 


CELEBRATED REUNIONS. 


hlaubert wrote to him to express Ins grati- 
tude, and invited him to lunch on Sunday, the 
day when Flaubert held his celebrated re- 
iinions at which Zola, Tourgeniev, Edmond de 
(;oncourt and many other distinguished 
writers were to be met. Daudet accepted the 
invitation, and thus began that friendship 
which lasted until the death of Flaubert in 
i88C. They met frequently in Paris, either at 
Mlaubert’s or Seine boline. or at the monthly 
dinners of the “ Auteurs Siflés.”’ which 
usually went on till 2 a.m., and at which every 
possible variety of food was consumed, accord- 
ing to the widely divergent, and often 
eccentric, tastes of those authors who had in- 
curred the disapproval of the public. Daudet 
also visited Flaubert at his house in a little 
village near Rouen, so that as they saw each 
wither so frequently the correspondence 
between them was not very abundant. —Ín 
fact, it consisted of only a dozen letters, but 
their value was very great, as they not only 
revealed the profound friendship which sub- 
sisted between the two famous writers, but 
they also threw much light on the literary 
affairs of the period, 

Flaubert and Daudet had more less 
identical literary sympathies, but the letters 
revealed that their opinions differed with re- 
card to some writers—Balzac,for instance. For 
Daudet, Balzac was the greatest writer of the 
century; but Flaubert, although he admired 

what he termed Balzac’ s “grand 
Lonhomi,”’ eviticised him severely for his 
‘preoccupation with money and his in- 
crdinate desire for fame, ‘dl cherche la 
gicire, mais pas te beau,’ Flaubert wrote 
apropos Balzac wm a letter to Daudet. 
Fiaubert was Completely above all petty 
jeslousy, and always gave the most en- 
thusiastic encouragement to his friend Daudet, 
a younger writer, whose reputation grew 
rapidly, whilst Flaubert had to struggle 
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and other writers who were bitterly opposed 
to jim, 


THE TWO STYLES. 

Al. (hauvelot contrasted the perfectly 
polished and refined style of Flaubert with the 
more nalve and spontaneous style of Daudet. 
ln their humour, too, the two men were com- 
pletely different. Flaubert’s laughter was 
fierce and scornful, Daudet’s light and play- 
ful, tullof the happy Southern spirit embodied 
in the mmmortal Tartarin of Tarascon, of which 
\i.~’hauvelot had. come across a translation 
into Chinese. 

Re.erving to a letter which he had received 
from his mother-in-law, Mme. Daudet, who is 
still and mentally alert in spite 
of her great age, M. Chauvelot. said 
that the letter was addressed to ‘* M. 
(hauvelot, Limenck, Killarney, Glengariff, 
lrelande und yet it had reached him. 
Mihe. Daudet used to go to Flaubert’s 
house to bring her husbaurs away at the end 
oi the Sunday afternoon reunions, and she 
shared her husband’s admiration for Flaubert. 
Her enthusiastic criticism of ‘Les trois 
Contes,” written under a pseudonym in a 
Parisian paper, pleased Flaubert so much that 
he wrote to her to express his gratitude. 

in 1880, when Flaubert died, Daudet was 
liconsolable, and M. Chauvelot quoted from 
‘*Trente Aus de Paris’’ the passage in 
which Daudet laments his friend, whom he 
had admired much, and who, by his 
encouragement, had done so much to help 
bin im achieving his literary ambitions. 

Professor Rudinose-Brown, iu proposing a 
of thanks, said that he agreed with 
Llauberl’s views on Balzac. He had nothing 
but admiration for Flaubert, the great 
siylist, and he described Daudet s style as 
simple aud sparkling.

Clog Soles. 


Walking out Enniskeary way the other 
day, I noticed cart-loads of roughly-hewn 
blocks being driven along the Bray road, 
and, having voiced my curiosity to a 
carter, I found that they were clog soles 
on their way to Lancashire clog factories. 
The cutter, I learnt, chooses his own 
logs, chiefly alder wood, and during the 
summer he camps out in the woods near 
his logs, now well seasoned, and does the 


shaping. 
This 
industries, is, I am told, 
away. Very few woodland industries now 
survive in the British Isles. The char- 
coal burner still finds a livelihood in the 
New Forest, his true home, but in few 
other places. Oak bark is abandoned as 
one of the materials used in tanneries, 
and thus another trade is gone. The 
bobbin-turner, too, has disappeared. 


The Broom Squire. 


The making of rush mats, lobster pots, 
baskets, chair frames, etc., still exists in 
some woodland districts. The broom- 
taakers are probably the most prosperous ; 
for the extensive use of brooms on golf 
links and lawns has prolonged the life of 
their trade. 

Even now, however, the broom-makers 
are becoming as rare as charcoal burners. 
The broom “‘squire,’’ who employed two 
or three men to make his brooms, has 
now disappeared, although it is not so 
very long since the broom man was a 
common enough sight in Co. Dublin dis-

“ Hansel and Gretel ” is one of the n.ost 
lovable of operas, and the Carl Rosa Opera 
Company's revival of it this season deserved 
the welcome of a large audience. It is a 
work that is worth doing well when it is done 
at all, and before the curtain went up one 
anticipated with pleasure the results that one 
could count on from the splendid resourcs 
afforded by the present company—not only 
a competent group of principals, but e1so an 
orchestra worthy of Humperdinck’s ingenious 
score, and a staging worked out m sympathy 
with the sentiment of the little fairy story. 

All these anticipations were justified by an 
excellent. performance, The two children were 
a delightful pair, as acted by Miss Mildmay 
and Miss Goodacre. Miss Mildmay’s singing 
was pretty and girlish, and Miss Goodacre, 
singing with much spirit, let the note of 
animation sound in her darker quality of 
voice. The contrast was just right. ‘Their 
work, of course, was all done in company, 
and they must be praised together for the 
moments of delight that they gave us, first in 
the playing and dancing scene in the first 
act; then in the forest scene—especially in 
that lovely cuckoo-song episode; and again 
in the scene of the discovery of The Witch's 
abode, and the release of the bewitched 
children. 

Miss Monica Warner had the part of the 
children’s mother, in which she was seen 
during a previous Dublin production of 
“Hansel and Gretel.” Mr. Collier played 
the father’s part with that air of competence 
which he brings to all his work, and his two 
fine songs in the first act were sung with 
great spirit. Miss Dobbyn brought abundant 
humour and animation to her part as The 
Witch. The smaller songs given to the 
Sleep Fairy and the Dew Fairy were both 
prettily sung. 


EFFECTIVE STAGING, 


Mr. Hamish Wilson’s staging, as usual, 
left a good deal to the imagination, while 
giving just the right degree of pictorial 
suggestion to accord with the highly descrip- 
tive and allusive instrumental music. Mr. 
Austin, aiming at perfect clearness in the 
orchestral playing, allowed us to see into 
the lovely web of beautiful strains m 
Humperdinck’s rather elaborate score, and 
was more successful than any other conductor 
whose interpretation I have heard, in_pre- 
venting the music from seeming over-weighty 
for the subject matter of the opera. Con- 
ductor a stage director co-operated 
successfully to make the bee at the 
close of the second act, which presents the 
children’s vision: of guarding angels, a 
specially charining feature of the production. 

Dublin people can be assured that, however 
impressive other productions by the company 
in the course of ike season may be, nothing 
is more certain to give pleasure than the 
very charming revival of ‘‘ Hansel and 
Gretel.” '

THE BELFAST BISHOPRIC, 
A NEW PROPOSAL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. | 
Sir,—Since the welfare of the Church m 
the North concerns all the members of the 
Church of Ireland, I venture to write on 
the subject of the proposed bishopric. We 
need to be assured that an additional 
bishopric will make for greater spiritual 
in Belfast and throughout the 
united diocese. There could be no advantage 
in having another bishop in a great diocese 
if he is to become entangled in the customary 


machinery of the Church—boards, committees, 


councils, finance, new buildings—the vast 
srea of routine which leaves no room for 
that spiritual initiative which ought to be 
the dominating mark of the episcopal office. 
The history of the Anglican Kptscopate 
during the past sixty years, except in some 
of the missionary dioceses, does not suggest 
that am increase in the number of bishops 
has accomplished much, if anything, for 
fundamental religion. Since 1876 nimeteen 
new sees have been created in England, and 
in addition to these nineteen diocesan bishops 
there are, roughly, about thirty new suffragan 
and assistant bishops. It will not be main- 
tained that during that period there has been 
any advance along those frontiers where the 
Church of God ought to be most in evidence. 
More bishops have given us more dignity, 
better diocesan machinery and, probably, an 
enlarged circle of scholarship and devotional 
life; but these results, excellent in them- 
selves, have left untouched the central task 
of Christianity to bring the lapsed masses 
into living communion with God and His 
Eeclesia. Canon Peter Green, of Salford, 
said to me this summer—‘‘ The Church of 
England is rotting from the roots upwards'’— 
a far too drastic statement, yet expressing 
the opinion of the most experienced missioner 
in Lancashire that the increase of the higher 
officers of the Church has not resulted in 
clearer vision or greater capacity in handling 
our central problem. 
pass over the objections which can be 
raised against m* argument—that the Church 
of England is not the Church of Ireland and 
that the decrease in the number of parochial 
clergy is the real cause of the trouble, Grave 
injury will be done to our judgment of the 
issue if these objections are given much 
weight. It is essential to recognise that, if 
there is to be an increase in the Episcopate, 
a new orientation should be given to the 
office. Belfast needs, not a capable man of 
business or an ecclesiastical statesman, but 
an apostolic evangelist, teacher, prophet. 
These functions are not, however, necessarily 
tied to the episcopal order. Why should we 
not then consider the advisability of setting 
the three archdeacons free from. parochial 
cures in order that they may give themselves 
entirely to the work of ministry in their 
respective dioceses ?

THEIR FIREARMS. 

In the Northern Ireland Senate yesterday, Mr. 
T. J. Campbell, K.C., asked for information as 
to the salaries of officers and men of the “B ” 
Constabulary, the number having firearms 
supplied by the Government, the expenditure 
on the force in 1930 and whether the 
Imperial Government had eny control over 
the force.

POLICY OF TARIFFS. 

The business man should have a broader 
point of view than either the politician, the 
expert, or the amateur economist. In this 
country the business men should learn to 5 
overcome ‘what was described in a Counc:] — — aeRO 
minutes. of 1840 as :—‘‘ The inability to lay 
down, even for a moment, the politician's 
part, and to act, judge, and feel as mere 
traders. The war, the formation of the 
Irish Free State, and other post war de- 
velopments, such as the increasing tariffs on 
foreign countries, the growth of motor traffic 
and other means of inter-communication had 
created entirely new conditions, and it was 
the duty of the business community in this 
country to put aside all past political and 
economic theories and shibboleths, and to 
study for themselves the present problems 
of the Irish Free State with reference to 
existing facts as far as they could be ascer- 
tained. The preliminary report of the Re- 
search Committee of the Empire Economic 
Union had not received in this country the 
attention it deserved. 

He did not propose to enter into the merits 
of Protection and Free Trade, but he would 
like to point out to those who believed that 
a policy of higher and yet higher tariffs is 
the panacea for all our economic ills, that 
since the war most of the countries had been 
pursuing that policy, and practically the 
whole world had been suffering from incrg1s 
ing unemployment. The increasigg unem- 
ployment had appeared in all countries, and 
not least in those highly tariffed. It was 
possible that the hindrance to trade arising 
from increasing tariff walls was in no small 
measure the cause of increasing unemployment. 
At the same time, if the rest of the nations 
of the world insisted on the policy of high 
tariffs, the nations forming the British 
Commonwealth might be obliged to protect 
themselves against exploitation by the rest 
of the world. 

STUDYING TRADE PROBLEMS. 
The report of the Research Committee 
stated :—‘‘It is quite obvious that in addition 
to consultation between Governments it would 
be necessary that representatives of the 
various industries in the United Kingdom 
and in the Deminions concerned should 
confer in order to give effect io 
the imperial rationalisation which is  in- 
volved.”’ In a report issued by the British 
Preparatory Committee, consisting of repre- 
sentatives from the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce, the Il ederation 
British Industries. and the Chamber 
Shipping of the Umted Kingdom, it 
was stated that if the Empire was 
to arrive at a common policy there must he 
adequate machinery for investigation and con- 
sultation, ahd the creating of such machimery 
was the most immediate problem confronting 
the Empire to-day. 

Although the Irish Free State had been in 
existence eight years they had not yet created 
the machinery for studying trade problems as 
they ought to be studied by the business com- 
munity. The Chambers of Commerce in the 
provinces had not yet the active support they 
should have from the leading business men of 
the country, particularly the manufacturers. 
He would call upon the Association “fí 
Chambers of Commerce of the Irish Free 
State to take immediate’steps to secure the 
active support of the leading industrialists, so 
that the benefit of their knowledge and ex- 
perience might be given to the country. 
(Hear, hear.) When they, had secured their 
support it should be possible to constitute a 
committee competent to deal with the serious 
problems of industry and commerce which 
would confront them in the near future. Unti 
they had discovered the secret of balancing 
production and distribution, competition 
would be keener and keener.

The Future of Fascism. 


““Fascism,” said Benito Mussolini some 
fen years ago, “is a spirit.” Did he 
speak at that time as a prophet or as an 
electioneering agent? Did he believe that 
the new spirit would continue to animate 
Italy twelve years after the Armistice, 
and would have begun to infect countries 
mentally, politically and _ religiously 
divorced from Italy? Twelve years ago 
Fascism expressed revolt against certain 
very definite abuses. Its aims were ad- 
mittedly subversive. It had no pro- 
gramme save restoration; it turned the 
moneylenders out of the temple, but gave 
little or no thought to the fate of the 
temple after it had been purged. To-day 
Her 
finances and her industries stil] reveal the 
ravages left by the War, but her condi- 
tion is free from many disabilities that 
handicap other Powers. The need for 
Fascism, as the spirit was interpreted in 
its early days, has vanished, but the 
spirit itself has outlived the need. As an 
outlook and a policy it has endured for 
eight years; yet, as the Rome Corre- 
spondent of The Times implies, what are 
eight years in the life of a nation? We 
might remind him that eight years could 
be packed so full with event and import 
as to form the equivalent of eight hundred 
under different conditions. In less than 
eight years the French Revolution intro- 
duced a new spirit to Europe.

There 
have been occasions when the genius of a 
great statesmen coloured the feeling of an

| Whether as creator or created, Fascism 
‘hitherto has been associated inseparably 
with Signor Mussolini. There is general 
agreement that the greatest and subtlest 
achievement of his régime has been the 
settlement of the Roman question, but, 
difficult though that problem was of 
solution, one cannot forbear to feel that 
the Dictator could have settled it equally 
well with, or without, the inspiration of 
Fascism. Certain evidences seem to 
indicate that the re-moulding of Italy is 
due to nothing more than clear-sighted- 
ness and common-sense, and that Fascismo 
itself is nothing more than a fancy name 
for these most valuable attributes. The 
important point is that it has contrived to 
influence the vast bulk of the Italian 
people for their material and, it may 
be, for their spiritual good. If the: 
inspiration dies, they will not have 
suffered by its existence; if it continues 
to live, and to spread, they will be the 
forerunners of the new scheme of things.

French Rentes. 


The French Government in a note to 
Lord Tyrrell, the British Ambassador in 
Paris, has refused to entertain the sugges- 
tion of His-Majesty’s Government that 
the French National Defence Loan 
(London and Dublin issues) should be 
repaid at the original rate of exchange. 
This issue was made on a basic exchange 
of just over 27 francs to the pound, con- 
noting a purchase of 100 francs of stock 
at 69.20 francs. In the case of the Dublin 
issue of the previous year, 1916, the franc 
exchange was 10 centimes higher, while 
the sterling value of 100 francs of stock 
was £35 4s. 6d. instead of only £2 10s. 6d. 
for the later flotation. To-day in Paris 
both the 1916 and the 1917 issues are 
valued at 101-102 francs, a fact with 
which the French in their apologia make 
great play. They point out*that the 
capital appreciation is considerable, and 
that, if the bondholders have lost in 
interest, there is much to compensate them 
for this loss. The bonds, they contend, 
are not of “ a financial character ”; for 
they were subscribed in the interests of a 
common victory. This argument ignores the 
fact that to-day some 124 francs are re- 
quired to purchase a pound sterling and 
that the loss to the bondholders, in spite 
of a mild capital appreciation, is very 
great. A victory, enjoyed in common with 
France, is, it seems, a costly affair and 
not to be entered upon lightly in future. 
Of course, if we the matter 
technically, the French have an arguable

She pays a bill with an accuracy that is 
scrupulous, but is nothing else. We are 
genuinely sorry; for we believe that this 
meticulous attitude is more damaging fo 
France than to Britain.. Of all the moral 
injustices of which a nation is capable,

an unpleasant financial transaction. lives 
longest in the memory. Since the War 
France has cared for herself and 
is reaping a plentiful reward. Soon, 
however, France may need her friends 
again, and, unless she alters her demeanour 
towards them, she is not likely to find 
them so willing to answer her call as they 
were in 1914. Perhaps, Britain, of all 
the victors of the Great War, is passing 
through the hardest times, but her credit 
is second to none. The reason is simple. 
She has fulfilled her moral obligations in 
the widest and most chivalrous sense. 


Formosa. 


Japanese security has received a rude 
shock in Formosa, where more than two 
hundred colonists have been murdered by 
the hillmen. This island lies some two 
hundred miles east of China, who ceded it 
to Japan in 1895. It is a mountainous and 
densely wooded country. The chief 
features of its climate are heavy rains and 
violent typhoons; but it offers rich 
rewards to industry, and Japan has de- 
veloped them in her systematic way. Most 
of the world’s supply of camphor comes 
from Formosa; large quantities of 
timber are exported ; tea, sugar, rice and 
tobacco are grown upon the western plain, 
On this side of the island, which was the 
scene of the recent raids, Japan has re- 
produced her own neat and efficient 
civilisation. She las built railways, roads 
and schools, and admits to their benefits 
the Chinese settlers who form the bulk of 
the total population of three and a half 
millions. Her own colony numbers only 
155,000, and the remnant of the original 
inhabitants, to the number of 104,000, 
have been driven to the mountainous and 
forest areas. These people, of Malayan 
and Negritic origin, are warlike savages, 
but during recent years they have not 
emerged from their fastnesses. It was 
assumed that they had ceased to be 
dangerous, and, perhaps, the military 
garrison was reduced on that account. The 
illusion was fatal; for, a few days ago, a 
horde of the tribesmen descended on the 
western plain and murdered everybody 
who came in their way. They surprised 
and killed a police guard, and carried off 
a hundred rifles. A whole community of 
Japanese civilians was annihilated; at 
another place a school was raided and 
twenty girls were butchered in cold blood. 
We have no doubt that Japan will exact a 
stern vengeance, and will not need a 
second lesson in the old truth that, for 
colonising nations, perpetual vigilance is 
the price of safety.

There was no wicked tourist. The eagle 
still, as we hope, enjoys robust health and 
is sailing, with supreme dominion, through 
the azure deeps of air over Achill Island. 
We owe the good news to two agencies— 
to the Society for the Protection of Birds 


and to the Civic Guard. The Society, 


anxious for the national honour, decided 
that the alleged crime, if a false report, 
must be exposed, and, if a fact, must be 
punished. Its inquiries, conducted with 
the genius of a Holmes and the persistence 
of a Fabius, have revealed the truth. 
The task was both subtle and arduous, 
and the. Society need not try to hide its 
blushes under a modest, ‘‘ Elementary, my 
dear Watson, elementary!’’ It could not 
have succeeded, however, without the 
whole-hearted aid of the Civic Guard, who 
were resolved either to vindicate their 
country’s name or to extort, under the 
new Wild Birds Protection Act, a 
thumping penalty from a convicted male- 
factor. So all is well that ends well.

LONDON LETTER 


THE SPEECH FROM THE 
THRONE. 


———— 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Wepnespjy Nicur. 

The Speech from the; Throne is dis. 
cussed widely among the followers of Mr 
Ramsay Macdonald, and the opinion 
prevails that it is a poor thing. It may 
not be Mr. Macdonald’s own, but it has 
his imprint, and Labour looked for some. 
thing far more bold and strong than áis 
contents indicate. The idea of ‘‘ Socialism 
in our time ” seems to have been dropped, 
with the approbation of the majority of 
the Labour Party, but many of them 
hoped that the Speech would give signs 
of a distinct advance in the socialistic 
programme. The extremists of the party 
do not hesitate to express the opinion 
that the Speech is just whitewash to cover 
the ineptitude of the party leaders. 


A Misleading Account. 


The greatest surprise was experienced 
in political circles this morning when the 
story of a demand by certain Conservative 
members for a change in the party leader. 
ship was circulated. It soon became 
apparent that the story was an exagge. 
rated account of what had taken place at 
the meeting held last night, and a number 
of the members who were said to have 
been present at the meeting and to have 
supported the resolution hastened to deny 
their presence and their support. Tho 
Conservative Whips did not bai to 
deal with what is described to-day asa 
olitical ‘‘stunt.’’ It is pointed out 
that the reports of the meeting are 
inaccurate, and obviously are coloured to 
suit certain views; and in this connection 
Colonel Gretton, who presided, states 
that the account published was un 
authorised and incorrect. The whole 
matter is likely to be discussed at the 
meeting to-morrow, and the opinion to-day 
was that it would have little effect on the 
gathering and that Mr. Baldwin’s position 
was not likely to be affected. 


The Liberal Alliance. 


The prospect of a _ general election 
appears to be receding into the dim and 
distant future; for the definite intimation 
in the Speech from the Throne that a 
measure for electoral reform will be intro 
duced is a distinct score for Mr. Lloyd 
George, and he probably is prepared to 
pay for it by assistance to the Trades 
Disputes Act Amending Bill. It is un 
certain, however, whether he will be able 
to ensure the full support of his follow 
ing; for there is no question that several 
Liberal members view the _ proposed 
alterations in the present Act with pro- 
found distrust, and if the bill, when 
submitted, is found to legalise a genera! 
strike in certain emergencies, they wl! 
not go into the Lobby to vote for it. 
There is already a rumour that quite one 
third of Mr. Lloyd George’s party are 
unwilling to support the Government any 
longer, but are kept in the Libera! Part; 
by. the promise of electoral reform. Mr 
Lloyd George, however, can keep the 
Government in office with the aid of the 
other two-thirds. The Government's 
position at the present time is really most 
uncertain and will take some days to 
clear. Everything depends upon Mr. 
Lloyd George and the trades disputes 
question.

Soviet Dumping. 


For some weeks: past the Federation of 
British Industrics has had a committee 
at work making a study of the commercial! 
policy now pursued by the Soviet Govern- 
ment. The committee was set up in 
answer to requests made by many of its 
members. The Federation, as a result of 
its inquiries, has come to the conclusion 
that a formal protest must be made 
against the organised. dumping of goods 
into this country from Russia. Some form 
of retaliation is considered necessary, 
which possibly may take the form of price- 
cutting in the markeis where the Soviet 
is thrusting its goods, particularly where 
textilé leather and fur goods are con 
cerned. Legislative action, it is thought, 
would be useless, and industria! co-opera- 
tion will be invoked instead. 


French Bonds. 


People who invested money in French 
War Bonds will lose considerably by their 
venture; for the French Government. has 
decided that it will not pay them off in 
full, but at the currency now ruling. It 
is held that the bonds, being war tissues 
had a non-financial character, and were 
subscribed in the interests of common 
victory. It is claimed also that the post- 
tion of the British holder is the same as 
that of the French. This reply has been 
handed to Lord Tyrrell, the British Am- 
bassador in Paris, in response to an 
appeal from the Government here, and 
from its nature one cannot see without 
difficulty what further steps can be taken. 
The loss to the British bond-holders wil! 
be large, since four French loans were 
raised here during the War—one in 
Dublin in October, 1916, at £3 4s. 6d. 
per 100 francs, and another in November, 
1917, at £2 10s. 6d. per 100 francs. The 
issue prices were fixed on the basis of the 
rate of exchange at that time. The holders 
lent francs to France at the rate of 27.40 
to the £, and it is suggested that they 
shall be repaid at the rate of 124 francs 
to the £, which means a dead loss of 
capital of about four-fifths.

One 
order recently has been placed for Japan, 
which uses a large number already, and 
other countries are inquiring for machines 
or power units. The Greek Navy will be 
equipped with British seaplanes similar 
to those used in several squadrons of the 
Royal Air Force, and early delivery of the 
machines ordered by the Government at 
Athens will be given.

| TO-DAY’S MEETING. 


SUGGESTED SECRET 
BALLOT. | ? 

Members of all parties are keenly in- 
terested in to-day’s meeting of the Con- 
servative Party, which is to be held at 
the Caxton Hall, Westminster. 

The meeting was summoned in response 
to representations that the policy recently 
announced by Mr. Baldwin required 
fuller explanation, and its purpose is to 
give Mr. Baldwin an opportunity of 
expounding his policy, and the party of 
endorsing it. 

Some Conservative members desire to 
raise other questions. During the past 
few days the question of the leadership 
has become more conspicuous, not only in 
general conversation, but also in private 
meetings of groups. 

In the Parliamentary Lobbies yester- 
day much was heard of the suggestion that 
a secret ballot of the members of the 
party on the question of the leadership 
is desirable. An appreciable number of 
Conservative members appear to favour 
this proposal. Most of Mr. Baldwin's 
critics seem to want a ballot, but some 
of his friends also advocate the adoption 
of this course. — 

Comment at Westminster last night 
suggests that something may be heard of 
the ballot proposal at to-day’s meeting 
of the party. | 

The meeting will consist of Conservative 
Peers, M.P.’s, adopted candidates and ex- 
M.P.’s, who intend to stand again at the 
next election, making a total.of about 800 


or 900 peor. 

Mr. Baldwin, as leader of the party, 
will preside. 

He has received a large number of 
telegrams from all parts of the country 
expressing confidence in his leadership and 
approval of his policy. Several wish him 
a ‘‘ resounding triumph’ at to-day’s 
meeting. The messages came from repre- 
sentative bodies, including Conservative 
associations, Women Unionist organisa- 
tions and clubs.

SIR ALFRED KNOX. 


“ IT IS PERFECTLY TRUE . 
SIGNED.” 

Sir Alfred Knox, M.P., speaking at a 
Conservative women’s meeting at Slough 
yesterday, after the Duchess of Atholl had 
referred to him when speaking of the 
party leadership, said: “ The Duchess of 
Atholl spoke of one point upon which we 
disagree.

DESCRIPTIONS BY 
‘SURVIVORS. 


CHAIRMAN AND THE 
TRIAL FLIGHT. 


DESCRIPTIONS of the last 
moments aboard the R 101 show 
that the end came very quickly. 
When the airship dived by the nose 
a man hurried forward to release 
water ballast, but before he could do 
so the ship was wrecked. 


Just before the end the chief coxs- 
wain said to some of the men, “* We 
are down, lads.’ Immediately after- 
wards the R 101 went into a steep 
dive, a bell rang, and the crash came. 


A BUMPY FLIGHT. 


Drawing attention to the evidence of 
survivors who would. be called to give 
their statements, Sir William Jowitt, the 
Attorney-General, yesterday told the 
Court of Inquiry in London that is 
investigating the loss of the airship of a 
statement that had been made by S. 
Chureh, a rigger, who died in hospital 
trom the effects of the crash. It was as 
follows :— 

“ 1 should consider the flight rather 
bumpy, but not exceedingly so. The 
second watch had just gone off, and I was 
walking beck when the ship took up a 
steep, diving attitude, and I received an 
order to release an emergency forward 
water ballast of half a ton. Before I 
could get to it the crash came.’’ 


“WE ARE DOWN, LADS.” 

The Attorney-General also quoted a 
statement made by Mr. Disney, the 
electrician. A passage in it read:—‘‘ I 
must have been half asleep when I became 
conscious of the ship dipping a little— 
not more than it had done before—and 
this change of altitude seemed to be 
corrected immediately. At that time 
Hunt, the chief coxswain,:' came into the 
switch-room. and said: ‘We are down, 
lads.’ | 

‘‘ Just as I was trying to get up the 
ship went into a steep dive, which threw 
me back on the bed. I then heard a 
telegraph bell ring, and shortly afterwards 
the crash came.” 

A point in the statement emphasised 
by the Attorney-General was that Mr. 
Disney said that, as they were going over 
the Channel, Commander Atherston told 
the flight coxswain not to let the ship 
go below-1,000 feet. 


WHAT HUNT MUST HAVE KNOWN. 
Proceeding, Sir William said that, if 
Hunt said, ‘‘ We are down, lads,’’ as he 
was passing from his room, he must have 
known that the ship was doomed before 
her second tilt. Probably Hunt had come 
from the control tower. There must have 
been something which enabled him to 
know that they were going down. 
' Sir William then announced that he 
had just received the results of the 
microscopic tests which had been made of 
the steel cable which controlled the star- 
board fin. Although it could not be said 
with certainty, all the indications were 
that the cable parted after the fire. 


A COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 

Sir William quoted the report of the 
Committee of Preliminary Investigation, 
which stated that after the change of 
watch at two o'clock the airship pitched 
nose-downwards to an abnormal degree. 
This was corrected, but only for a moment, 
befere the ship took a steep downward 
inclination, Then there was an impact, 
and immediately afterwards an explosion, 
and the wreckage became wrapped in 
flames. 

The committee concluded that no part 
of the main structure of the airship broke 
in the air. i 


THE TRIAL FLIGHT. 

When the Court opened yesterday, the 
President, Sir John Simon, the Chairman, 
said that he could not help thinking that 
there ‘might be some written record of the 
one trial flight made by the R 101 after 
her enlargement, and he suggested that 
search should be made. 

In response, the Attornev-General said 
that he would ask publicly that those 
concerned, including the widows of the 
officers who lost their lives, should assist 
in seeing whether some records could not 
be found. 

Discussing the reduction of the trial 
flight to less than the twenty-four hours’ 
duration proposed, Sir William said that 
Lord Thomson was putting pressure upon 
those at Cardington, and, no doubt, one 
of the factors was the consideration that 
the sooner they got over the trial flight, 
the more time there would be for prepar- 
ing for the departure for India. 

Lord Thomson, said Sir William, was 
not consulted, and never knew that the 
trial flight was going to be of less than 
the twenty-four hours contemplated. 

The Attorney-General also described an 
interview régarding the date of the flight 
which took place between Lord Thomson, 
Vice-Air Marshal Dowding and Wing- 
Commander Colmore, in which Lord 
Thomson said, “ You must not let your 
judgment be swayed by my wmatural 
anxiety. to get off quickly.”’ 


SQUADRON-LEADER’S VIEW. 

Careful consideration will have to be 
given, said Sir William, to the evidence 
to be given by Squadron-Leader Booth, 
Commander of R 100. In his view the 
trial flight was unsatisfactory, in that it 
was not longer, and that more diverse 
weather conditions were not encountered. 

After Sir William’s opening speech, 
which lasted ten hours, the Court ad- 
journed until to-day. 


CORPORATION AND 
” HIS SALARY. 


EFFORTS TO REACH AN 
AGREED FIGURE. 


The question of the salary which should 
attach to the position of the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin is seemingly to prove as con- 
tentious a matter under the new régime 
as it did in the old days béfore the Cor- 
poration was suspended. The matter has 
been under the consideration of the 
General Purposes Committee—which is 
composed of the Corporation as a whole— 
but.no agreement has been reached, and 
in all probability it will be the subject. 
of a debate when the Council holds its 
ordinary monthly meeting on Monday 
evening next, 

When the General Purposes Committee 
met on Monday evening last the question 
of the salary was one of the matters on 
the agenda, and never was a House so 
divided. in, itself. Hardly any two members 
agreed on a basic figure, and proposals 
ranged from £500 to £5,000. As a starting 
point it was proposed‘ that the Lord Mayor 
be paid a. salary of. £1,680,- which was 
the figure payable when the Corporation 
was suspended. : 


EXPENSES OF ENTERTAINING. 

Many members thought that this figure 
was. not sufficient to: enable’ the Lord 
Mayor to entertain in a manner befitting 
his office. There -were suggestions that 
the salary be £5,000 a year; that it be 
£500 or £1,000 a year, plus the income 
from a rate of a halfpenny in the pound 
to defray the cost of entertainment, It 
was ascertained that a rate of a halfpenny 
in the pound would bring in about £4,500 
a year. 

However, proposals to provide a salary 
plus an amount ‘for entertaining were 
ruled out when the Law. Agent disclosed 
that under the Loca] Government (Greater 
Dublin) Act all charges must be included 
in the fixed salary. 

After much discussion an amendment 
was tabled that a salary of £5,000 (in- 
clusive) be paid to the Lord Mayor, and 
this was eventually put to the meeting 
as an amendment to the’ proposal] fixing 
the amount at the old figure of £1,680. 

RESULT OF VOTE. 

On a vote the amendment was defeated 
by fifteen votes to thirteen, there being 
six members absent. The Lord Mayor 
abstained from voting, his. opinion being 
that the matter was in the Council’s 
hands, and that he personally was as 
ready to carry on his office on a salary 
of £1,000 as one of £5,000. 

In fairness to the absentee members, it 
should be said that the agenda was not 
circulated, beforehand. 

The proposal to fix the salary at £3,000 
a year. having been negatived, the Council 
further discussed the matter. Eventually 
a committee of nine was appointed to go 
into the question, in the hope of reaching 
agreement on: a figure which would be 
acceptable to the Council as a whole. 

The Committee, it is expected, will meet 
on Saturday, and if an agreed decision is 
reached, they will report to the Council 
meeting on Monday. evening next. 

STATE OF THE MANSION HOUSE. 

Apart from the question of the Lord 
Mayor’s salary the Committee went at 
some length into the condition of the 
Mansion House. There has been consider- 
able deterioration in the state of the 
Mansion House since it was last occupied 
by a Lord Mayor. According to the re- 
port of the. architect, submitted to the 
meeting, it will cost £4,400 to effect the 
necessary repairs and replacements to 
make it habitable. 

At the moment the Lord Mayor is using 
only three rooms for reception and secre- 
tarial purposes, and it will be many 


will be carried out. What reconstruction 
and alterations are necessary will be ascer- 
tained by a special committee which. has 
been appointed to inspect the building, in 
company with the City Architect. Their 
inspection will be made on Monday morn- 
ing next, and, no doubt, their report will 
be presented to the Council at the meeting 
that evening. 
DOORS BARRED AND LOCKED. 

Under the régime of the City Com- 
missioners alterations were carried out, as 
a result of which the purely residential 
portion of the Mansion House has been 
completely cut off from the Round Room, 
the Oak Room and the Supper Room. 
Authorities on the history of the Mansion 
House hold that the Round Room and 
other buildings are part and parcel of the 
Mansion House, and that the Lord Mayor 
in residence. should. have free and open 
access to these buildings. 

However; that access is no _ longer 
possible. The circular corridor through 
which processions formerly passed into the 
Round Room has been walled up, prevent- 
ing access that way. Similarly, the great 
folding doors into the Oak Room have been 
barred and locked, and if the Lord Mayor 
wishes to receive visitors—as happened 
last week when he met the Papal Nuncio 
and other distinguished prelates—he must 
receive them on the ‘outer steps of the 
Banqueting Hall. 

That there will be a reversion to the old 
conditions may, however, be taken for 
granted, if one is to draw any conclusion 
from the decision arrived at by the 
Corporation, to restore to their old places 
of honour in the Round Room the heraldic 
shields of the former occupants of the 
Mayoral chair.

MR. DEVLIN'S APPEAL IN 


PARLIAMENT.

FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ' 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 

In the Northern . Farliament to-day the 
Minister of Labour (the Right Hon. J. M. 
Andrews) submitted a supplementary estimate 
for £261,000 in connection with unemploy- 
ment insurance. He said that it was. not 
true to state that every one got eager TS 
ment benefit; as a matter of fact, 18,000 
claims were turned déwn by the Courts since 
the recent. Act was passed. ‘The admunistra- 
tion of the ‘Insurance Act in Northern Ire- 
land was exactly the same as in Great 
Britain. Some people criticised the scheme 
because persons could work two or three days 
each week and draw unemployment, benefit 
for the rest of the week, but that was so in 
Great Britain, and must be so in Northern 
Ireland. 

TRANSITIONAL BENEFIT. 

The, estimate was for a sum of £261,000, 
and of this sum '£161,000 was to. meet the 
cost of transitional benefit. A great many 
people imagined that transitional benefit was 
a new thing, but this was not so. Ever since 
he became Minister of Labour there was ‘some 
form of benefit beyond that which was 
covenanted; for it was formerly called. un- 
covenanted benefit. It was now paid directly 
by the Exchequer, and not. by the Unemploy- 
ment Fund, and he considered this the fairer 
method, as it placed the cost’ upon the whole 
community. It was afterwards thought that 
the amount was so great that no State could 
bear the butden. He quite admitted it was 
a heavy burden, but by comparison it was 
not as heavy as some people imagined. 


THE STATE GRANT, 

The State grant was £290,000, the transi- 
tional benefit payment cost £591,000, and the 
equalisation payment costs the State £853,000, 
or a total of £1,734,000, from which had to 
be taken the contribution which they received 
from Great, Britain under the equalisation pay- 
ment (£537,000), making a net charge on the 
Northern Exchéquer of £1,197,000 

Of course, this was a very substantial sum, 
but, after all, they must remember that they 
were spending £2,000,000 on education, Every- 
body agreed that their people should be edu- 
cated ; they also agreed that it was absolutely 
necessary that their people should be fed. 
The combined contribution of the workers 
and employers, if added to the total, made 
£1,777,000, which was still a quarter of a 
million less than they were spending on edu- 
cation , 

LABOUR SUGGESTION. 

Mr. James Beattie (Labour), referring to 
the equalisation agreement with Great Britain. 
said this was entered into at the worst period 
for Northern Ireland. He contended that 
Northern Ireland should not be saddled with 
three and a quarter million sterling deficit 
on the Unemployment Fund, which it had to 
repay at the rate of £100,000 per annum. 

“I would suggest to the Minister of Finance 
that he should tell Great Britain that you 
are not responsible for this debt,” declared 
Mr. Beattie. 


THE FREE STFATE MARKET. 

Mr. J. Devlin (Nationalist) said that the 
number of unemployed in Northern Ireland 
had doubled during the past six months, 
and now stood at over 70,000 
The only solution which members of the 
Govéfnment put forward was a demand for 
protection. What real benefit would protec- 
tion be to their shipbuilding and linen indus- 
tries ? 

They did not join with the rest of Treland, 
because they said that their whole business 
interests lay with Great Britain and not with 
the rest of Ireland. That would have been 
perfectly legitimate, provided it had justified 
itself. ‘They were competing in a restricted 
market for ships, but orders would be given 
to English and Scottish shipyards. Did they 
think Great Britain would encourage the sale 
of their linen’ against their own cotton and 
artificial silk? 

“THE BEST THING.” 

Instead of trying to get. customers all over 
the world they should cultivate’ trade 
amongst the three and a half million in the 
rest of Ireland, who were not competitors at 
pall. One firm in Belfast, with a capital of 
£300,000, had closed down owing to the loss 
of the Free State trade, and there were a 
number of others. The bust thing they could 
do would be to get together with their friends 
in the South of Ireland, and try and get 
some arrangement with them, which would be 
of advantage to both Northern Ireland and 
Southern Ireland. 


“TOO LONG IN OFFICE.” 


In his opinion the Northern’ Government 
was getting tired. It had been too long in 
office. There was no more unhealthy condi- 
tion of things than for a Government to be 
permanently in power, and no chance of 
removing them.- It was unhealthy for the 
community, although it might be good for 
the politicians. 

Major Hall Thompson (Unionist) said Mr. 
Devlin had not put forward any practical 
suggestion to solve the unemployment pro- 
blem. 

Mr. J. H. Collins (Nationalist) said that 
the Northern Government, instead of trying 
to follow Mr. Baldwin in his _ protection 
policy, should look after the interest of the 
Six Counties, and try and protect its indus- 
tries. The Caledon Woollen Mills in ‘Co. 
Tyrone were closed because they could not 
pay, and he saw the machinery Caine carted 
into the Free State, where it was now 
turning out cloth at Killarney. , A jam factory 
had been transferred from Co. Armagh to 
Co. Dublin, and he saw the raw fruit being 
despatched from Armagh to this factory.

The member 
who presided over the meeting himself 
dismisses the statement as unauthorised 
and incorrect. It had not been revealed 
last night who originated the declaration 
or authorised its diffusion through the 
Press, but Conservatives were naturally 
studying the coincidence which brought it 
‘to light just before the poll in a by- 
election, in which it has been sought to 
make Mr. Baldwin’s leadership a promi- 
nent issue.

Its origin is obvions enough, 
for Lord Zetland’s administrative ex- 
perience, and the remarkable insight into 
Indian hfe and thought, which his books 
reveal, mark him out as the natural 
selection if he were available. The 
rumours about Sir Herbert Samuel and 
(more lately).about Lord Gorell may also 
be discounted, and traced to purely party 
considerations: which, of course, should 
have no weight whatever in such a choice.

Mr. J. H. Scullin, Prime Minister of Aus- 
tralia, discussed the work of the Imperial 
Conference in a speech that was broadcast by 
the B.B.C. last night. 

In the economic sphere, he said, the Im- 

erial Conference of 1930 will be found, I 

lieve, to have given a splendid impetus to 
the idea of closer economic co-operation within 
the Empire—an ideal which must develo 
and bear fruit in the very near future. It 
will remain to evolve the precise measures of 
co-operation at some subsequent discussion. 

Concerning tariffs and preferences, he said— 
The problems presented are vast and compli- 
faired and they vary according to the nature 
of the commody under consideration. We 
must not be despairing, therefore, if few de- 
finite conclusions are during the 
course of this Conference. We must be pre- 
pared to continue our examination of. these 
and other allied problems. I sincerely hope, 
however, that before the close of the Im- 
perial Conference we will, at least, have 
planned out a course which will bring us 
eventually to the common goal of greater co- 
operation in economic affairs,

Immediately 
afterwards the passengers, many of whom 
were asleep, found themselves covered 
with wreck ge. 

The accident is believed to have been 
cauecd by some obstruction on the line. 
ihe two engines jumped the metals, 
taking with them six of the twelve 
coaches, three of which, at the tail of the 
train, escaped damage. Some of the 
coaches were telesconed, and had to be 
cut away by -oxy-acetylene flaines before 
the bodies could be got out, 

Among the passengers were 210 
Rumanian emigrants, of whom those who 
were uninjured were taken to Bordeaux 
by another train, and embarked later for 
South America.

DIFFICULTIES IN WAY OF

LONDON, Wednesday.

that involve nothing more than simple 
reviews of the machinery that was estab- 
lished after the 1926 Conference, and reports 
on the way in which that machinery has been 
working during the last four years. A 
typical example of this kind of issue is that 
concerning the channels, of communication 
between Dominion and foreign Governments 
to which I have referred in several earlier 
messages. | 
_ In the second place there is the type of 
issue that involves an extension in imperial 
practice and theory beyond the stage which 
was reached in 1926. As Mr. McGilligan has 
been able to show, much to the surprise of 
certain delegates, both in practice and in 
theory there still is a good deal of room for 
the extension of Dominion autonomy without 
any weakening of essential links, and the 
Sankey Report on this aspect of ‘‘ Inter- 
Imperial Relations ' may have some interest- 
ing recommendations. One example of this 
type of issue is the problem of Governors- 
eneral, Hitherto the British Government 
formally has advised His Majesty in matters 
of appointments, but we may take it for 
ranted that in the future every Dominion 
overnment ‘will recommend its own nominee 
to the King. Of course the machinery of the 
British Government must ‘continue to be 
used, as it provides a highly important 
liaison, but it is quite on the cards that 
recommendations henceforward will go 
through the Prime Minister’s Office rather 
than the Dominions’ Office. The essential 
thing is that His Majesty’s Government 
in the United Kingdom shall take 
no decisive part in the appointment of 
Governors-General. It will act merely as a 
messenger from a Dominion to the King. 
Otherwise its influence in the matter will 
be nil. No decision has yet been taken on 
this point. Indeed, several stages have to 
be gone through before any decisions can 
taken on anything. 
MANY CRITICAL EYES, 
The Sankey Committee, first of all, must 
approve of the sub-committee’s draft report, 
then the heads of delegations must approve 
of the Sankey report, and, finally, the 
Plenary Conference must approve of the 
heads of delegations’ report. It so happens 
that certain delegates are members of al] 
mperial Conferences have 
a habit of changing their minds, and nobody 
knows what may be the fate of a report 
when it has to run the gauntlet of so many 
sets of critical eyes. 

The last type of problem that has been 
referred to the TR se Committee is ex- 
emplified by the Empire Tribunal project. 
This involves the establishment of entirely 
new machinery, which has as its subject not 
the loosening, but the tightening of Imperial 
bonds. Most of the delegates to the Con- 
ference take the view that something ought 
to be done to lay emphasis on the union that 
exists between the Dominions and Great 
Britain, in spite of the extended autonomy 
that has been granted to the former. The 
proposed Empire Tribunal would serve that 
end, and I am given to understand that it 
will be recommended by the Sankey Com- 
mittee, although in what form I am unable 
to — 

Privy Council appeal problem is in 
a class by itself. I Éisc have given the 
Free State’s point of view, which is suí 
generis, Saorstat Eireann is the only 
Dominion which really hates the Jndici.l 
Committee. The others, being free to get 
rid of it if they choose, recognise 
that in some cases it can be. ex- 
tremely useful.

‘The 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council is 
not a British in~ ution. It is an imperial 
court on which representatives of the 
J’ -inions are entitled to sit. A Canadian 
judge was a member of one of the committees 
that heard appeals from Dublin, and if the 
Free State Government chooses to fall into 
lme with the other Dominions, its Chief 
Justice also could become a member of the 
court. J need hardly say that there is no 
possibility of such a development, either now 
or .1 the predictable future, but if the pro- 
jected Empire tribunal is established, it is 
difficult to .xe how the Free State Govern- 
men, will be : sle to avoid the nomination 
of a representative. 


THE TITLE OF THE KING. 

‘he Free State people have a regular genius 
for constitutional minutiae. Their latest 
point, which has been occupying the atten- 
tion of the Sankey Committee for some time, 
is delicious. At present the official title of 
the King in international affairs is His 
Britannic Majesty, with a number of sonorous 
ad '“mda wi.ich do not matter. The Free 
State delegation does not like it. It contends 
that the word “' Britannic ” connotes a sort 
of ‘ritish vropri tary interest in the King, 
to which the British people have no constitu- 
tional right. So poor Lord Sankey and his 
collanorators have been erdeclling their 
brains to find a formula that will satisfy Mr. 
MeGilligan. What will it be? Somebody 
has suggested “ His Britannic and Hibernian 
Majesty.” Another bright idea is Ard Pigh

matter very sericus!y, I should imagine that 
the old title will hold the field. 
The: Sankey Committee’s report probably 
will endorse the views expressed in the report 
of the Conference on the operation of Domi- 
mon legislation and merchant shipping laws 
petty well as it stands. .Nobody is inclined 
to raise serious objections to the discontinu- 
wnce of such matters as the right of disal- 
lowance or the Covernor-General’s right to 
reserve his consent to Dominion laws, and it 
all Lord Sankey’s tasks were as easy as this 
one he wouid he a happy man. I understand, 
by the way, that no mention so far has been 
made of the Colonial Stock Act, which was 
the fly in the ointment of Mr. Blythe's last 
National Loan. It will be remembered that 
the loan could have been raised in London 
and rated as a British Trustee Stock if Mr. 
Blythe had been willing to oer with the 
terms of this Act, which stipulates that a 
Liominion that wishes to take advantage of 
it and have its loan rated as British Trustee 
Stock must give the King the right to veto 
any legislation likely to interfere with the 
interests of the stockholders. Here, again, 
apparently the Free State has been playing 
the part of Athanasius against the world; for 
the other Dominions recognise that if the 
desire to have the advantage of a British 
guarantee it is only reasonable that the Bri- 
tish Government shall require them to sign 
the necessary pledge.

A motion, “ That the present censorship 
of films and literature in the Irish Free State 
is undesirable,' was passed, after a debate, 
by a latge majority at a well-attended meet- 
ing held last night in the Parochial Hall, 
Belgrave square, ines, under the 
auspices of the Rathmines Literary and 
Debating Society. 

Professor W, E. Thrift, T.D., S.F.,T.C.D., 
a member of Censorship Board, who

RELIGION IN IRELAND. 


Opening the debate, Mr, F. H. Hadden 
said that the Censorship Act was a dangerous 
one; for the bulk of the population of the 
Irish Free State belon é ai to the Roman 
Catholic branch of. the Christian faith, and, 
though they had no reason to mistrust, their 
fellow-countrymen, yet the outlook of the 
Roman Catholic Church was one that would 
compel it to make claims under this Act, 
as it could do, and did, which were intoler- 
able in a civilised country. 

Mr, Hadden declared that the Act was 
undesirable, unnecessary, and bad, as well 
as dangerous. It was all the more un- 
necessary because they belonged to a nation 
ears had held in front of itself 
the ideal of freedom, and censorship was a 
negation of freedom that was intolerabls to 
an adult population. In a land of saints and 
scholars, it would appear that the scholars 
were to be muzzled and the saints to be 


blindfolded. 
MORAL DISEASE, 


Speaking against the motion, the Rev. A. D. 
Ghdiadan said that the motion raised two 
questions, that of censorship genérally and 
that of censorship as they knew “it in the 
Free State. , 
Generally, censorship had been recognised 
as necessary & century and more ago. Human 
nature, he said, was tainted, and the Church 
recognised this in its doctrine of original sin. 
The scientists expressed it in what they called 
heredity, and psychologists knew it in what 
they termed complexes. That did not mean 
that they were all totally and completely 
depraved and incapable of good. It did mean, 
however, that their nature was inclined. and 
had a tendency, to evil, and that tendency 
resulted in what was called the sex function 
being degraded. What should be one of the 
noblest of human nature had n 
dragged into the mire on account of that 
tendency. 

The degradation of that function had re- 
sulted in a sort of moral disease, the symp- 
toms of which were the love of indecency and 
filth, They had to fight against that disease, 
and the State, in its care for the welfare of 
the citizens, had to declare war on that 
disease itself in just the same way as it de- 
clared war on the foot-and-mouth disease, by 
prohibiting, as far as was possible, the intro- 
duction of the carriers of that Cisease. 
Referring to Mr. Hadden’s speech, the 
speaker said that with regard to religious in- 
tolerance, there was no section in the Act 
being used as an instrument by the Roman 
Catholic Church, and that was made quite 
plain in the debate in the Dail. 

For the motion, Mr. F. S. Walker said 
that evil literature would come into the coun- 
try in spite of any Censorship Act. 

_Mr. W. C. Wisdom, supporting the nega- 
tive, said that the Censorship Act did not 
dictate what they should read. This was a 
popular fallacy. ‘Under the Act the Board of 
Censors merely decided what books they 
were not to read. 


CENSORED FILMS, 


The debate was then declared open, And a 
number of other speakers took part. 

Mr. W. Scott Johnston said th ' their ideal 
should be a well-regulated libe y. Why 
should they talk now about a censorship 
fettering their freedom and liberty, when the 
whole body of their common law bound them 
and fettered them in unbreakable bonds? 
He would remind them of what the great 
Edmund Burke would say if he were present 
there that night :—'' Unfettered freedom and 
unfettered licence and liberty were the wreck 
of France and the cause of the Revolution.” 
Mr. D. L. Taylor said that, despite the 
Censorship Act, banned books were being 
brought into the country every day by post. 
Garbled accounts of censored pictures com- 
ing from England and the Continent did in- 
finitely more harm than the uncensored pic- 
tare itself wou:d have done if shown in this 
country. . 

Mr. W. J. Good supported the negative. 
Closing the debate, Mr. Hadden denied 
the accusations of religious intolerance. He 
was, he said, merely outlining the policy of 
the Church. 

The Chairman then put the motion to a 
well-filled hall, and there was a very large 
majority in its favour, 


PRESS “ ADVERTISEMENT." 


Concluding the meeting, Professor Thrift 
said that he deplored the result of the vote. 
Before becoming a member of the Board he 
had no idea of the kind of book it was 
possible to buy. Nothing more had been 
done by the Censorship Board than to keep 
out of the country what any decent person 
would wish to keep out of his own home. 
Books on sexual matters that were likely to 
corrupt and deprave were the only ones dealt 
with by ths Board. 

The publication of the lists of these 
banned books in the Press was to re- 
etted, said Professor Thrift, because, 
maving seen the lists in the newspapers, 
people had gone and looked for the books. 
The Press could help in this matter, but he 
regretted that so far it had not helped. The 
Press did not seem to realise the kind of 
thing the Board and the Minister for Justice 
wanted to do, or it would not give this 
gratuitous publicity to these books. 

He appealed to the Press to support the 
Board, now that censorship h become 
a fact, by refraining from giving this 
** advertisement.”’ 

The Rev. J. Tobias, B.D., Rector of Holy

The Prime Minister, at the outset, moved 
a resolution stating that the House enter- 
tained ‘‘a just ind high sense of the dis- 
tinguished and exemplary manner in which 
Sir Lonsdale Webster, the late Clerk of the 
House, uniformly discharged his duties.’’ Mr. 
Baldwin and Sir Donald MacLean supported

LIBERAL LEADER'S VIEWS. 
When the debate on the Address was 
resumed, Mr. Lloyd George asked for more 
definite information in regard to Palestine. 
The Prime Minister, he said, had assured 
them that there was no change in policy, 
but it was remarkable that the Jewish world 
As to the

It was impossible, however, 
to judge of the quality of the dishes until 
they knew what the ingredients were. They 
seemed to him to lack vitamins, (Laughter.) 
There was the Trade Disputes Bill. He was 
one of those who voted against that measure, 
when it was introduced by the last Govern- 
ment, but there were some clauses in it 
which had been justified by. events, and 
which ought not to be repealed. 
ELECTORAL REFORM. 
Ca the question of electoral reform, he 
observed that it seemed to be regarded as a 
eat joke by the Conservative and Labour 
arties. Why? The Labour Party at the 
last election got one member for every 
<),000 votes, the Conservatives one for every 
34,000, and the Liberals only one member for 
every 90,000 votes. ‘That was ridiculous. 
Every decent, right-minded man would agree 
that there was here a constitutional wrong. 
li the figures were reversed, the Labour 
Party would have only 95 members instead 
of 288, and the Conservatives 96. Would they 
consider that a joke’ He appealed for fair 
play, and he was certain that in the end 
the appeal would not be made im vain. He 
did not know exactly what the Prime 
Minister had in mind, but so far as his 
observations were concerned, he seemed to 
desire to increase his own advantage, rather 
than remedy the wrongs of others. 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 
‘In regard to unemployment insurance, he 
complained that the Government had decided 
upon a course of action without waiting for 
the report of the Three-Party Conference, 
The Prime Minister implied that the Commit- 
teo had more or less recommended the setting 
up of a Royal Commission. As a matter of 
fact, the majority of the Committee were 
opposed to a Commission. C2mmissions took 
a long time, ard it was, perhaps, in the in- 
terests of the Government not to get an early 
report. (Opposition cheers.) The real remedy 
was to put the fund on a solvent and inde- 
pendent basis, and then to deal with the 
surplus over and above that by means which 
would provide maintenance. 
As to the measures for dealing with unem- 
ployment, there were references in the speech 
to agriculture, town-planning and site values, 
If they meant a series of small measures they 
would have no effect at all, but if the Go- 
vernment meant to do big things they had a 
singularly unfortunate way of expressing their 
intentions. He hoped for the best, but was 
apprebensive of the worst, (Laughter.) He 
suggested that the House should be asked to 
help to frame the bills that were to be 
brought in dealing with unemployment. After 
all, there were many men in the House with 
great experience, and the Government should 
welcome their assistance. They wanted to 
put more drive into their scheme dealing 
with unemployment. The Prime Minister had 
been put into office to deal with an emer- 
gency, but he seemed too busy with other 
things to do his job properly. (Opposition 
cheers.) To a great extent the Jast session 
was wasted, and if the Government did not 
rake the most of their present opportunities 
they would fai] again. 


A NEW SUGGESTION. 


POOLING OUR GOLD. - 
Sir Oswald Mosley (Labour, Smethwick) 
did not think that the Government could 
claim that the measures outlined in the 
King’s Speech were sufficient to meet the 
industrial crisis with which the country was 
was faced. It was all very well to say, 
‘We are appointing a commission,” but they 
could not govern by putting the country 
into commission. Sooner or later action 
must be taken, and it was foolish to dodge 
from one inquiry to another. In the present 
situation parliamentary institutions were on 
trial. It was no good drifting back into the 
old Free Trade-Protection controversy. If 
Free Trade was in itself a remedy there would 
be no unemployment in this country, and if 
Protection of the old-fashioned kind was a 
remedy there would be no unemployment in 
America. It was necessary to think out and 
advance a new solution. The party opposite 
said, ‘‘Put a tax on everything,” but that 
was much too simple a remedy for a com- 
licated situation. No tax could meet the 
actor of price fluctuation. An effective 
tariff on wheat, for instance, would be 
utterly ineffective next week. The factor of 
price fluctuation 
utterly irrelevant. 

For his part he could see no óther method 
than that of bulk purchase, which had been 
proposed from the Labour benches. But he 
did net see how they could apply machinery 
of that kind to the whole area of small manu- 
factured goods in this country. Personally he 
was prepared to view the weapons of licences 
and tarifis without prejudice. We had to be 
prepared to face the low-wage factor and 
give some shelter against the competition of 
sweated labour. 


 SCONOMIC UNITY. 

_ He did not see why they could not carry 
into effect the conception of an economic 
unity of the Empire, sheltering within its 
borders a far higher standard of life than 
existed in other parts of the world. There 
was the possibility of developing a great 
stable monetary system within the Common- 
wealth, and he would like to know whether 
the subject had been discussed at the Im- 
perial Conference. If we pvoled our own 
gold, and possessed a Commonwealth bank 
with 250 millions, we should be in a com- 
manding position, instead of being a scat- 
tered, weakened organisation. The alternative 
was to wait until the sweet light of reason

jobs, if they had te attend during the day.

From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
DERRY, Wednesday. 

The meeting of the Diocesan Synod of 
Derry and Raphoe was held in the Synod 
Hall to-day. ‘There was a large attendance 
of both clerical and lay members. 

In the course of his presidential 
the Bishop of the diocese, the Right 
Dr. Peacocke said :— : 

The outstanding event of the year in the 
history of the Anglican Communion, of which 
our Church of Jreland is an integral part, 
and one of the oldest members, was, Ol 
course, the Lambeth Conference of Bishops, 
held in July and August last. When one’ 
remembers that three hundred and eight 
bishops from every corner of the earth sat 
continuously for five weeks in deliberation on 
some of the biggest and most living questions 
of the day, it must be allowed that their 
decisions, though of no binding force on any 
particular Church or province in the com- 
munion, cannot be otherwise than of great 
weight, and ought to be of great interest. 
For the first time in the history of these 
conferences, held every ten years, since 1867, 
every bishop of the Church of Ireland 
was present, and took a share im 
the proceedings from start to finish. 
And among the very able and_ learned 
men who were prominent in the debates, no 
one made a greater impression or was listened 
to with more attention than our own revered 
Primate. I recommend everyone who 1s, 
shall I say, a thoughtful Churchman to buy 
the Report of the Conference, which can be 
had for the small sum of half-a-crown, and 
read it. The subjects proposed for considera- 
tion, after being outlined to the Conference, 
were carefully considered by spceially chosen 
committees. The reports of these committees 
were afterwards brought before the whole 
Conference, and resolutions framed on them 
were passed. 

A DIFFICULT SUBJECT. 

li was my lot to sit—and I sat with some 
of the wisest and most experienced heads of 
the Church of England—on the Commiitee 
which dealt with the difficult subject of 
marriage and sex. I do not propose to enter 
here into any of the details of our findings, 
which, was expected, have obtained a 
pretty wide publicity and evoked acrimonious 
discussion. I only wish to point out that the 
greatest stress is laid in our report on ‘‘ The 
Family” and its importance to the Church and 
the nation. JI must, however, add that I 
personally supported and voted for all the 
resolutions of the Committee, except one, 
with which I disagreed : the one which refers 
to the re-marriage of the innocent person in 
a «divorce. 

But 1 should like to speak a little more at 
length on the subject of some of the Con- 
terence’s resolution on re-union. I doubt

| very much if our people, except in a vague 


general way, think very deeply on this matter. 
Human nature is conservative, and we are all 
mostly disposed to adhere to the old familiar 
path and he quite content with it. Buc the 
divisions of Christendom are not in accordance 
with the will of Christ, and they are a sore 
hindrance to the advance of His Kingdom in 
the world. 
RE-UNION. 

Now, as one bishop has pointed out, there 
are three stages'on the road to re-union: 
First, there must be a friendly approach to 
one another, and mutual good feeling evoked 
between the different Churches. This stage. 
thank God, we have reached here at home 
towards our Protestant brethren at any rate. 
The next stage is the full and frank dis- 
cussion of the seemingly vital differences 
which separate us, continued until we have 
arrived at a working agreement on them. In 
these lands we have come so far, but as vet 
no further. The third stage is the setting 
forth of practical proposals for re-umion, The 
Churches in Southern India, Anglican, Pres- 
byterian, Congregational, Methodist, and 
the Churches there alone, have reached 
this third stage; amd, as you are 
all aware. the Anglican Church in 
that country submitted its proposals 
to Lambeth and asked for advico. It 
was greatly feared that the question would 
arouse such difference of opinion among the 
bishops as would cause a rift, not easily to 
be bridged over Happily, a unanimous 
solution was found, Briefly, that solution was 
this: the Churches in Southern India were

| encouraged to go on and form a united Church 


on the lines proposed... This Church, while 
not being organically part .of the Anglican 


Communion, would yet be in fellowship with 


it; and the hope was expressed that in time 
the whole Church in India would become one 
indigenous Church on the same lines; that 
later on in Chima, in Japan, in Persia, and 
other lands, similar united Churches would be 
jormed, and while the Anglican Communion, 
as a result, would be very much smaller, 
vet all these separate Churches: would be 
branches ‘with it of one great universal 
Church, with a common faith, common Sacra- 
ments, and a mutually recognised ministry 11 
full communion with one another. 

That was the vision which was vouchsatfed 
us. at Lambeth. Let us pray God that i ot 
only may it be fully realised, but thet at 
home, as well as abroad, we may keep ithe 
ideal of unity continually before us, and may 
make steady progress towards its fulfilment 
in obedience to the will of our Divine Master, 

THE COUNCIL’S REPORT. 

Dealing with ihe ~ Council's report, Mr. 
Barbour said:—There 1s nothing particular 
in the Council’s report to which I wish to 
call your attention. It is, [ think, a very 
salistactory one. The single blet is the lst 
of parishes in arrear with their assessment, 
and it was with feelings of envy I read the 
statement made in the Armagh Synod a few 
weeks ago, that there were no arrears in that 
diocese for the past year. On the other hand, 
the annual list—and a good long hist it is— 
of sums of money bequeathed by faithtul 
departed friends, or raised by energetic living 
ones, towards the endowment of the parishes 
in which their interests centred, is a source 
of great encouragement to ali who love the 
Church and believe in her as God’s instru- 
ment for the benefit of our country. 
WOMEN AND THE CHURCH. 

The question of women being admitted to 
the deliberative councils of the Church was 
discussed when the Rev. R.°S Benson pro- 
posed— ‘‘ That. the. Synod .is of opinion that 
the time has come when women should be 
eligible to sit on the deiiberative councils of 
the Church, and appeals to the. Standing 
Committee of the General Svnod to introduce 
legislation on the subject in the General 
Synod of 1931.”’ 

The Rey. Mr. Bensor said that he brought 
forward the resolution to strengthen the 
hands of those whe were working elsewhere. 
Naturally, he, hésitated before bringing the 
resolution forward, the more so on account 
of his knowing that his lerdship was opposed 
tothe measure, and vet his lordship’s assur- 
ance was scarcely necessary that diverse 
opinions on all subjects had his entire in- 
terest. He would not like any member to 
think that he was seeking to have the narrow 
edge of the wedge pushed in for something 
that would lead later for an appeal for the 
admission of women to Holy Ordérs. “That 
belonged to another place and another occa- 
sion. He asked for no more than an expres- 
sion of opinion and vote of approval of the 
men of that great Northern diocese that 
women should bécome eligible for election to 
the deliberative councils of the Church 

The attitude of the General Synod to Lord 
Glenavy’s measure on this subject evidenced 
the breaking down of the barriers of con 
servatism, of prejudice, and, he thought, 
of fear, because these seemed to him to be 
the things which men were using to keep 
women back from what seemed to him, and 
to many, to be their rightful heritage—a 
place in the councils of the Church as well 
as the councils of the State. He found that 
all who had. considered this matter were 
willing to admit that it was bound to come. 
Even the opponents of the measure admitted 
that, and vet they found wise and sensible 
men among them who asserted that they 
would vote against such a measure to the 
verv end. 

The Rev. J. Haddock seconded the motion. 

Mr. J. G. Magee, J.P., and Mr. John 
Sweeney opposed the motion, Mr. Magee sug- 
gesting its withdrawal. 

The Rev. W. Abbott spoke in support ol! 
the motion, but said that he was strongly 
against women being admitted to the priest- 
hood, 

Mr. W. H. Donaldson proposed a direct 
negative, and said that the matter should not 
be entertained at all. They should be able 
to conduct. the business’ without calling upon 
the women, It was making very httle of the 
men. 

The Dean of Derry said that he did not 
desire to sav one word on the merits of the 
question; but it was absurd for a 
quarter of the members of the Synod to pass 
a resolution on that subject when it would 
not be really representative. He, therefore, 
must. call the attention of the Synod to the 
fact that under Rule there must be twenty- 
five clergy and fifty laity present to vote on 
any particular point; and, as these numbers 
were not present he must ask that the matter 
be postponed. 

The Bishop said that he was bound under 
the Rule to declare the. motion postponed, 
and he added, ‘‘ That. saves me from making a 
speech,” (Laughter.) |

PREMIER'S MEMORANDUM. 

Sir William Davison—Did the Foreign 
Secretary draw the attention of the 
Ambassador to the Memorandum which the 

rime Minister sent some time ago, point- 
ing out that the activities of the Third 
International could not be distinguished 
from the activities of the Soviet Govern- 
ment? (Opposition cries of '“ Answer.’’) 

Sir A. Chamberlain: said that he hoped 
the Foreign Secretary would be good 
enough to answer that question. The de- 
claration of the Prime Minister, repeated 
by the Foreign Secretary himself, was ex- 
plicit—that the ban forbidding propaganda 
applied, and that the Government intended 
to insist that it should be applied, to the 
Third International. 

Mr. Henderson—In the interview I very 
fully stated the interpretation which this 
Government placed on the question of pro- 
paganda, and the obligation which we 
thought that his Government entered into 
when they signed the propaganda under- 
taking on October 3. 

Sir A. Chamberlain—Is not the reply of 
the Soviet Ambasssador a repudiation of 
that interpretation; and, if that be so, 
what further action does His Majesty's 
Government propose to take? 

Mr. Henderson—It is quite clear that 
there are two interpretations. 1 placed my 
interpretation before the Ambassador, and 
I have given the House what he said, and 
that is as far as I am in a position to take 
the matter. : 

EXPORT CREDIT LIABILITY. 

Mr. Gillett, Secretary to the Overseas 
Trade Department, informed Sir William 
Davison that the total amount of contracts 
entered into up to 25th October, under the 
export credits guarantee scheme in re- 
spect of exports to Russia, was £4,803,091, 
of which the liabilities of His Majesty's 
Government are £3,882,515. 

Sir W. Davison—Has the attention of 
the Committee dealing with these credits 
been drawn to the fact of the repudiation 
recently by the Soviet Government of the 
award in the Lena goldfields arbitration ?
